Nazis Plan Great Smash Against Russia 


DIRECTOR ANNOUNCES 


LONDON, N, April 1.—(BUP) 

Radio Moscow indicated 
today that the recapture of 
Vitebsk, only 75 miles east of 
the old Polish frontier, was 
near, as military experts pre- 
dicted that the Germans in a 
few weeks would throw per- 
haps 1,250,000 and powerful 
concentrations of tanks and 
planes into a final, desperate 
effort to win the costly Rus- 
sian campaign. 

“With the hour of diberation of 
Vitebsk not far off, the inhabit- 
ants have intensified their gucr- 
rilla activities, harassing the Ger- 
mans,’ radio Moscow said, 
Vitebisk is 350 miles south of 
Leningrad and 75 miles northwest 
of Smolensk, on the central frott, 
where the Russians have been try- 
ing to close a trap about the Ger- 
mans for weeks. 


PLANS WELL ADVANCED 

Military experts believed prepar- 
ations for the impending German 
offensive already were well ad- 
vanced, 

They believed Generalissimo 
Adolf Hitler would hurl this offen- 
sive against the Russians in the 250 
miles between Belgorod, 50 miles 
north of Kharkov, and the Sea of 
Azov, depending on 2.500,000 troops., 
including jackal armies from Bul- 
garia, Rumania and Italy. to hold 
the rest of the long front, 

The reward of success would 
be the oil-rich Caucasus. The 
Price of failure might well be Hit- 
ler's quick doom.

OTTAWA, April 1.—This is 
zero day for several new wartime 
restrictions on civilian life, and 
the government is in no mood for 
fooling in spite of April fool's 
day. 

Not a gallon of gusoline can be 
purchased, except for a few selected 
categories of vehicles such as taxis, 
ambulances and busses, without a 
ration coupon. For approximately 
half the motorists of Canada who 
have been too slow in getting around 
to license bureaus to register for 
gasoline rationing and pay $1 for 
a coupon book, there jis not gasoline 
today. For hoarders, as Hon. C. D. 
Howe said the other day, the sev- 
erest penalties will be imposed. 

Four months’ notice has been too 
little for some Canadian businesses, 
licensing officials of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board decided to- 
day, as the deadline passed with 
still about 30,00 affected businesses 
having failed to take out licenses. 


CAN'T OPERATE LEGALLY 

C. R! Morphy, director of licens- 
ing, told The Bulletin that approxi- 
mately 295,000 licenses had been 
issued, but that perhaps 30,000 more 
would be required. From today, 
April 1, no business required to 
take out a license can operate 
legally without it. There is no 
charge for a price board business 
license, 

Licensing staried late last Nove 
ember, becoming mandatory today. 
It is required for virtually al) 
types of businesses selling and 
buying goods for resale, and most 
types that deal in services, 


DEADLINE EXTENDED 

One minor concession in an 
otherwise solid front of new harsh 
restrictions was extension until 
next Monday of the deadline by 
which bakers are prohibited from 
putting sugar frosting on cakes, 
This is to allow bakers to use up 
remnant stocks of icing sugar. 
Housewives can ice their cakes, but 
only at the expense of their houses 
hold sugar ration, Bakery icing 
must be confined in future to wede 
ding, birthday, and anniversary 
cakes.

OPPOSE SMALL NETS 

The league passed unanimously 
a resolution asking the provincial 
government to disallow the use of 
four-inch mesh nets in Lac Ste. 
Anne. <A _ delegation from that 
fishing resort attended the meet- 
ing, complaining that commercial 
fishermen have been using small 
nets which are rapidly destroying 
the smaller, egg-hatching whitefish. 
They explained that the lake is 
growing increasingly popular as a 
fishing resort, and unless the small 
nets are banned the supply of fish 
will be nullified in a short time.

BEST ALL-PURPOSE 

The proper retrieving dog is es- 
sential for good results, Mr. Chey- 
rier stated. He named the English 
Springer Spaniel as the best all- 
round dog for North American 
hunting. 

This dog was introduced to Am- 
erica by Mr. Chevrier himself in 
1912, when he brought to Mani- 
toba 800 of them from England. At 
the present time, there are thous- 
ands of them working satisfactorily 
in all parts of North America, Al- 
ask§, Hawaii and the West Indies, 
Mr. Chevrier stated. 

The pointers are excellent for 
early hunting seasons but since 
most seasons in America come late 
in the fall, the Springer Spaniel has 
proven most efficient, he explained. 

Mr. Chevrier dealt with retriev- 
ers, Chesapeakes, Spaniels, setters 
and pointers. He stated that he has 
heard of terriers and sheep dogs 
becoming good retrievers but that 
their mouths are not sufficiently 
tender and the fowl is damaged as a 
result. 


HARD TO COMBINE 

He stated that it was well nigh 
impossible to expect a dog to be a 
good show dog and a good hunting 
dog at the same time. The training 
required for show purposes causes 
the dog to lose hunting instinct, he 
explained. 

He urged the necessity of having 
the hunters train their dogs for ef- 
ficient retrieving and thus help pre- 
serve the Canadian game for future 
generations.

LONDON, April 1:—(CP)—Imbued with a burning de- 


sire to avenge loss of their h 


omeland, a Czecho-Slovakian 


father and his two young sons who fled before the Nazis are 


The three, who asked to remain 
anonymous for fear of reprisals 
against relatives in the occupied 
territories, arrived in Britain 
with Canadian army reinforce- 
ments, They left a farm set up 
for them in the Peace River dis- 
trict of Alberta through co-oper- 
tion of the Canadian and British 
governments and on which they 
worked long hours daily after 
fleeing their homeland three 
years ago. 


spokesman and in halting English 
said “we just couldn't stay on our 
farm and be tortured with thoughts 
of the Germans enslaving our peo- 
ple.” 

“We just had to get back into 
the fight, so my brother and I 
walked to a recruiting office and 
joined up. Our father joined three 
weeks later after putting our 
affairs in order.” 


FOUGHT BEFORE 

The father, a polite little man in 
his late 30's, and the elder son, 
fought against Germany in 1938 
with the Czech army. They fled 
the country, and after the German 


occupation the younger son was 
forced to join a German youth 
movement. He bided his time for 


a few days and escaped to join the 
rest of the family, including the 
mother, in Prague. 

They wouldn't talk much of their 
flight from Prague to Britain but 
admitted there had been narrow es- 
capes, at least one fight and “per- 
haps we killed a couple of Ger- 
mans.” 


LONG TREK 

They did admit they went to 
Poland from Prague, thence to 
Sweden and Denmark where, after 
five weeks, they crossed to the 
British Isles on a Finnish boat just 
before war was declared between 
Britain and Germany. 

“One thousand Czechs came to 
Canada in a group, including men, 
women and children,” the son said, 
“Of that group, 70 men joined the 
Canadian army, or about 70 per cent 
of the available manpower. 

“We worked hard clearing our 
farmlands,” he added. “We toiled 
night and day. Sometimes we 
laughed because some of us never 
had seen a cow before and others 
didn't know how to milk one. 

“We want our farms but we also 
want to make the rest of the world, 
like Canada, a free country in which 
people can walk along the streets 
and not be subject to atrocities and 
the whims of ruthless dictators.”

Manitoba Now

WINNIPEG, April 1— (CP) — 
Manitoba has ‘recovered from one 
| of the worst snow and sleet 
storms in 25 years. 

The blizzard raged over the pro- 
|vince last Thursday, Friday and

With the 
main line blocked by huge drifts, 
transcontinental trains had to be 
rerouted through Dauphin, Man., 
and Canora, Sask., and one east- 
bound train arrived in Winnipeg 51 
hours late. Due to arrive at 5.50 
p.m. Friday, the train arrived here 
at nine pm. Sunday. Passengers 
told of drifts “as high as mountains” 
at some places along the right of 
way through the prairie. 


MILK SHORTAGE 

Bus travel also was disrupted be- 
tween Winnipeg and several points 
in Manitoba. Snow-blocked roads 
caused a ‘hortage of milk et 
Brandon, Man., and some other dis- 
tricts when farmers were unable 
to get through with deliveries to 
creameries.

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Edmonton Should Be Heard 


An organization is being developed to 
see that “yes” voters in the city get to the 
polls and vote when the plebiscite is held 
on the 27th of April. This is a move in 
the right direction, and the record of elec- 
tions shows it to be necessary. Edmonton 
people do not usually turn out in as large 
numbers as should do so on voting days. 
There can be no doubt the great majority 
of residents want an all-out war effort, 
and stand ready to release the Govern- 
ment and members of parliament from 
the non-conscription pledges. But will- 
ingness to do this will count for nothing 
unless it is expressed in ballots. The pleb- 
iscite should bring out the largest vote 
ever polled in the city, and the largest 
affirmative majority ever given on any 
public question. 

A minor conSideration, but not to be 
overlooked, is that Edmonton—and every 
community in Canada—will be on trial on 
voting day as to the sincerity and the 
Strength of the desire for unrestricted 
war effort. This city sent more men 
oversea in the former war than any other 
place of the size in Canada, It has met 
the call for men in this war better than 
most centres and as well as any, so far 
as the facts are publicly known. It will 
not do to allow complacency or over-con- 
fidence of the result to cut down the vote 
at the plebiscite and thus becloud this fine 
record.

“Fiddling” 


Maybe it is their own business; but the 
spectacle of Indian political leaders chat- 
tering and haggling about whether they 
will fight to defend themselves, while 
only 300 miles away Indian soldiers and 
British soldiers and Chinese soldiers and 
American airmen are fighting and dying 
to keep the Japanese from over-running 
the country, is far from inspiring. The 
historic parallel is Nero fiddling while 
Rome burned, If India doesn’t “burn” it 
will be no fault of Gandhi and his pacifist 
but ambitious party associates. 

Confronted by such a menace, one 
would suppose Indians of all races and 
creeds and political groups would be arm- 
ing themselves and asking for help. In- 
stead, the leaders of the Congress party 
have left it to others to hold back the in- 
vaders while they bargained about the 
terms on which they would consent to help 
defend themselves—by so much help as 
it might be possible for them to muster in 
the eleventh hour. Sir Stafford Cripps 
might appropriately ask these gentlemen 
what reason they have for thinking they 
are worth defending. 

If, facing an emergency of this kind, 
the Hindu leaders could hesitate to give 
up their dream of ruling all India in order 
to join with the Moslem races in defend- 
ing India, how do they suppose they would 
fare if Britain and its Allies left them to 
shift for themselves? Or how can they 
imagine they could build up a self-depend- 
ent Dominion if they were given the dom- 
inant power they have demanded? 

Whatever they may do at the last mo- 
ment, Gandhi and his lieutenants have dis- 
qualified themselves in the eyes of the 
world as competent to direct the affairs 
of astate. They did so when they failed to 
instantly drop their clamor for political 
supremacy and call upon all races and 
groups to vindicate India’s right to self- 
government. 


Rations In Canada? 


Canadians may be nearer to an all- 
round rationing system than they think. 
The speech of Mr. Donald Gordon, chair- 
man of the wartime prices and trade 
board, at Toronto strongly suggests the 
possibility; it amounted in fact to a posi- 
tive threat, ; 

The root of the trouble, Mr. Gordon 
says, is that the public are buying too 
much consumer goods, buying far more 
than they need; and are thereby forcing 
prices upward, creating artificial scarci- 
ties, diverting labor into non-essential 
channels, and making it increasingly dif- 
ficult to keep the price ceiling intact and 
check inflation. He pointed the danger by 
stating the simple fact that ‘Anybody 
who buys more than current needs of 
anything is definitely undermining the war 
effort of the country and playing directly 
into the hands of the enemy.” 

If the accusation of over-buying is 
correct, Toronto was a good place to make 
this speech, and it might be repeated 
with profit—or at least with propriety— 
in other industrial centres, where war 
money is being spent in hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars per year. Those, if any- 
where, are the places where war profits 
and wages have started a “buying spree”, 
People in Edmonton and other western 
centres are not enjoying any “potlach”. 
Here the problem is how to get money 
enough to pay taxes, not how to get rid of 
excess surplus earnings. 

A rationing systern would cost some 
millions of dollars per year. It would re- 
quire the services of an army of men and 
women who are mostly now engaged in do- 
ing something necessary or at least use- 
fully productive. It would impose incon- 
venience and perhaps more or less actual 
hardship on those who do not hoard or 
over-indulge. It will be anything but 
creditable, and anything but helpful to the 
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war_effort, if a carnival of extravagance 
in the munitions centres should make it 
necessary to afflict the entire country with 
a costly, cumbersome and irksome system 
by which officials would tell each person 
how much of this, that and the other thing 
he may eat at a meal or may buy for per- 
sonal or household use. 

As between inflation and rations, ra- 
tions are the lesser of the two evils. But 
would it not be possible to set up a ra- 
tioning system which would apply only 
where it is needed?

Canada Can Afford to Pay’ 


Pensions to Sick 
and the Old 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 
That was a first-class speech 
which was delivered by Mr. Don- 
ald Gordon, chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
before the Canadian Club in 
Toronto on Monday, 


Sane, sound and sensible, it not 
only explained the purposes of 
the board and 
the necessity for 
the measures it 
had taken, but 
it called upon 
every Canadian 
to think only in 
terms of war 
preduction and 
make that indi- 
vidual and come 
munal effort es- 
sential to the 
preservation of 
our freedom in 
a democratic way. 

Mr. Gordon concluded: 

“Six months from now it may 
be too late. You will need iron 
discipline and strength of pur- 
pose. Democracy, as a system, is 
on trial, and you are the men 
who can justify its existence or 
prove its decadence. If you really 
mean total war—don’t keep up a 
parrot cry for leadership, get 
yourself in a position where, by 
sheer weight of organization and 
available productive capacity, 
you will produce and produce 
and produce.” 

No Canadian can quarrel with 
these conclusions. Every Can- 
adian must endorse every word 
Mr. Gordon has said.’ 

But in the facts revealed by 
Mr. Gordon and upon which he 
bases his perfectly sound con- 
clusions there jis an implication 
of discrepancy—and even dis- 
crimination — with which the 
West is intimately concerned 
and which we feel called upon 
to discuss, 

In the advance press report of

Mr. Gordon’s speech there ap- 


| pears these words: 

“With pocketbooks and bank 
accounts bulging with money, 
despite high war taxes and gen- 
}erous Victory Loan subscriptions, 
|the Canadian people have been

Mr. Gordon is in a position to 
know. As deputy governor of 
|The Bank of Canada, he has an 
lintimate knowledge of 
accounts, As chairman of the 
Wartime Prices Board, he knows 
exactly what is being bought. 

So, when he says that pocket- 
books and bank accounts are 
bulging with money, he is speak- 
ing from close knowledge. We 
are content to take his word for 
it, 

But where does this Utopian 
state of affairs prevail? 

Certainly not in the West. 
Most assuredly not in Edmonton. 

It can only be in the East where 
men's pocketbooks are so “bulg- 
ing with money” that they can 
afford to go on this terrific buy- 
ing spree. 

Tf, then, this discrepancy in 
wealth and purchasing power 
between East and West is so 
marked, there must be an equal 
discrepancy between the war 
work going on in the East and 
the war work going on in the 
West. : 

The difference between the 
volume of war orders going to 
the East and the volume of war 
orders going to the West is re- 
presented by the difference in the 
pocketbdoks of eastern folk and 
the pocketbooks of western folk, 
so startlingly revealed in Mr. 


Gordon’s speech. 

There are no “bulging pocket- 
books and bank accounts” here. 

Some of this “produce and pro- 
duce and produce” business 
might very well be enlarged jin 
this direction, This, of course, is 
wartime, and no one should be 
selfish. But we could do with a 
little of the same opportunity for 


Cheering Parallels

DAILY TELEGRAPH 

Sir—There is absolutely no- 
thing in the war news today, even 
in the grimmer war news from 
the Pacific or Libya, which has 
not its exact parallels in the war 
news of past British history—re- 
verses and delays which per- 
severance turned at long last into 
success, That is the one immense 
fact which should be dinned into 
our ears and minds when we are 
tempted to find scapegoats or ex- 
press angry misgivings. 

We talk rather glibly now of 
Marlborough and Wellington as 
though their records were re- 
cords of success only, In fact, 
they had their troubles and re- 
verses, In the Peninsula the 
Duke sallied forth from the 
Torres Vedras lines after Soult, 
and despite early victories had to 
dash back hurriedly for hundreds 
of miles, Corunna was a lesser 
Dunkirk. Enemy fleets escaped 
Nelson, 

Nay, in March, 1918, Haig is- 
sued his “Backs to the Wall’ 
order to the desperately pressed 
British army. Yet seven months 
after our lines had been broken 
through and the Fifth Army 
mauled, the enemy was asking 
for an armistice. 

Any history will tell us that 
when we were defeated by the 
American colonists (ancestors of 
the present U.S.A. troops in Bri- 
tain) “Europe concluded that 
Britain was finished forever as 
a power”, 

We had naval humiliations— 
and worse, mutinies—and never- 
theless won in the end. How? 
Not by any magic formula, Not 
always by extraordinary — skill 
and. staff work. We won finally 
by the ruthless but prosaic re- 
cipe: Hang on! 

We ought to have been starved 


into surrender by the U-boatg in 
1917, with only a week or two's 
food supplies in the country (and 
not very good food, some of us 
can remember), A faint-hearted 
government or people would in 
fact, have sought a bad compro- 
mise “peace” then, A nervy, or 
a disunited and hypercritical 
people would have given in, De- 
feat, within one year of our 
crushing victory! 

It is the gift of never knowing 
when we are beaten (on paper) 
that repeatedly saves us. In past 
wars we have just delivered the 
knock-out blow to better-pre- 
pared €nemies when we havc 
been driven back to the ropes, 

Obstinacy (to revise the pro- 
verb) is the best policy, It is the 
only policy. To outlast the foe is 
to beat him utterly. The true 
slogan, “We can take it”, has only 
to be transferred from the civil- 
jians of London and Coventry to 
the Commonwealth at large and 
to war news as a whole—and 
Tojo and Hitler are beaten. Only 
the date is undetermined. 

It is not a very showy formula, 
this will-of-jron formula. Let us 
add to it, by all means, all the 
efficiency, promptitude and war 
material we can; but the crucial, 
winning factor is the will-power. 

I suggest that if Drake, Crom- 
well, John Churchill, Nelson, 
Wellington, Kitchener or Roberts 
were to return for a week's sur- 
vey of the war they would find 
our situation quite promising, 
and, despite short-date difficul- 
ties, would envy us our larger 
advantages. 

Wellington would add_ that 
nearly every war is “a damned 
near thing”, and is won by hold- 
ing the field a quarter of an hour 
longer than the enemy.

Living Standard 

Mr. Gordon complains, and 
quite properly, that the living 
standard of Canada, as a whole, 
has not suffered through the war. 
In the advance copy of his 


speech forwarded to this news- 
paper by airmail, there is this 


ssage: 
“After two and a half years of 
war, during which our announc- 
ed purpose has been the com- 
plete mobilization of our full 
productive resources to divert 
everything possible to our war 
effort, our civilian population is 
still left with a high average 
standard of comfort—a standard 
just about as high as it was be- 
fore the war and, certainly, one 
of the highest in the world at the 
present time.” 

It is a just reproach—so far as 
the industrial centres of the East 
are concerned, No one in Canada 
will quarrel with the principle 
of ultimate sacrifice of comfort 
for the purposes of victory. 

But Mr, Gordon’s words make 
a comparison inevitable, 

His words call up a vivid con- 
trast between the well-paid war 
workers of the East, producing 
tanks and planés and guns s0 
abundantly that their pockets are 
crowded with money, their 
standard of comfort untouched, 
their prosperity making possible 
“a buying spree of serious di- 
mensions’—their condition calls 
up a vivid contrast with the 
farmer of the West, producing a 
commodity even more vital than 
planes or tanks or guns, working 
along under a terrific handicap 
of undeserved, unpayable debt, 
sacrificing his common creature 
comforts, not only now, but over 
a period of dreary pre-war years, 
simply because he is required to 
produce his wheat at a price be- 
low the cost of production, 

It does not make a pretty pic- 


ture, 
Prosperity 

We have Mr, Gordon’s word 
for it—and we do not doubt his 
word—that the eastern half of 
Canada is enjoying unprecedent- 
ed prosperity because of. war 
manufacture, that people's “pock- 
etbooks and bank accounts are 
bulging with money”, 

Of course, the most of this ex- 
cess profit is siphoned back into 
the federal treasury, as it should 
be in total war. 

But, with opportunities for 
buying being steadily limited by 
the Wartime Prices Board, 
enough of a surplus remains, in 
these times of waximum employ- 
ment of the employables, to set 
up funds for the fullest possible 
program of social security in 
Canada, 

With infinitesimal weekly pay- 
ments out of salary, millions of 
dollars could be put by to pro- 
vide health insurance, a wider 
system of unemployment insur- 
ance and, above all, a decent re- 
tirement allowance for the aged 
and helpless people of Canada. 

Never was a more appropriate 
time for the launching of such 
a program in Parliament, 

Indeed, in Mr. Gordon’s own 
words, painting a picture of an 
eastern industrial population en- 
joying prosperity to the point of 
indulging in a serious “buying 
spree”, there is another vivid 
contrast with the lot of the aged 
and the sick and the helpless in 
this country. 


Chief Sufferers 


Mr. Gordon himself seems to 
be conscious of a discrepancy, a 
sad discrepancy, here. In the ad- 
vance copy of his speech, after 
talking about the urgent need for 
curbing inflation, he says this: 

“Inevitably, the race against 
rising prices is a losing one. In 
the course of the race, the people 
whose incomes ate fixed, those in 
the lower paid groups and those 
dependent upon incomes from in- 
surance policies, annuities, pen-

sions and so on would the 
chief sufferers”. 

“Would be the chief suffelers.” 
Mr. Gordon js too cautious, ‘Are 
the chief sufferers” would be\the 
better way of putting it. 

For it requires no demonstta- 
tion to show that the $20 a morth 
old age pension upon which an 
aged person could barely exiat 
three or four years ago, is only 
a mockery today. 

Surely there must be in the 
back of Mr. Gordon's mind a con- 
trast between the parade of war 
industry Torontoans, their poc- 
kets “bulging with money,” and 
an old man or woman of 70 years 
or over weaving a hopeless course 
Over the final years of life on a 
munificent income of $20 per 
month in a world where prices 
have inexorably gone up, no mat- 
ter what herculean efforts have 
been made to halt them, 

We have only two classes in 
Canada today; those wlro can do 
war work and those who can not. 

The former class, including the 


forgotten farmer whose pockets 
are not “bulging with money,” is 
entitled to all he can make, be- 
cause money, in a world that ‘has 
had to discard orthodox finance, 
does not matter at all. 

Nor need money matter at all 
in the case of the other‘ class, 
the sick, the helpless, the unem- 
ployable and those whose age 
prevents productive work, 

The discrepancy between the 
rewards of the war worker and 
the farm worker, between the 
war worker and the helpless, is 
too great to exist in any civilized 
community. 

The greater the profits of the 
war workers, the more need— 
and opportunity—is there to look 
to the welfare of those who are 
incapacitated by age or sickness 
from participating in war work, 

The more pockets that bulge 
with money, as Mr. Gordon says, 
the more imperative becomes the 
duty of the Government of Cane 
ada tp launch into a comprehens 
sive Social Security program 
without delay, 


Mayor Davison Explains 


Tells Why He Opposed’ 
Old Age Pension 
Measure 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 
Editor, Bulletin: In your issue 
of Thursday, March 26, 1942, | 
there appeared an article under | 
the caption, ‘These Men Thought 
$30 For The Aged Was Too 
Much,” written by one Harold L. 

Weir, 
As it contains an intemperate 
personal attack on myself and is 


not a true statement of my atti- 
tude on the question of the pay- 
ment of old age pensions, I feel 
I should be permitted to state my 
side of the case through the col- 
umns of The Bulletin. 

At the outset I submit that had 
Mr, Weir heard the debate in the 
Alberta Legislature he never 
would have written this article 
along the lines he did. 

To properly understand this 
matter, one has to examine the 
various events prior to the intro- 
duction of this motion. 

In Calgary we have a branch 
of the Alberta Pensioners’ So- 
ciety. Last year they were very 
diligent, as is their democratic 
right, in rousing public opinion to 
the necessity of increasing the 
monthly allowance to Old Age 
Pensioners, 

At one of the meetings which 
they held, Fred Anderson, Social 
Credit M.L.A. for Calgary, went 
on record as being in favor of 
supplementing the monthly pay- 
ments to all old age pensioners 
by $5.00, this cost to be borne’en- 
tirely by the Alberta Govern- 
ment. 

In my personal opinion, this 
proposal jn the first instance was 
not received very favorably by 
Premier Aberhart. According to 
newspaper articles, he suggested 
that any additional allowance 
could not be made as it would 
be contrary to the provisions of 
the Old Age Pensions Act and 
would not be approved by Ot- 
tawa. 

In view of this attitude, I wrote 
Premier Aberhart suggesting that 
the request of the Old Age Pen- 
sioners should be adopted and 
expressing the opinion that his 
government was in a financial 
position to meet the entire added 
cost. 

This action on my part, entire- 
ly of my own volition, indicates 
that I was desirous of supporting 
our Alberta pensioners in their 
very reasonable request. 

When it was announced in the 
legislature that the cabinet had 
finally decided to accede to 
public insistence that this in- 
crease be granted and paid for 
by the province, I was one of 
those from the Opposition side 
who commended the Govern- 
ment. 

Now, Mr. Editor, we come to 
the motion itself which asked the 
Dominion authorities to reduce 
the age limit to 60 years (despite 
the fact that the Alberta Pen- 
sioners’ Society had intimated 
that a reduction to 65 years 
would be satisfactory), at the 
same time increasing the maxi- 
mum monthly payment to $30.00. 

It in interesting to note that 
this very important resolution 
was moved and seconded in the 
legislature on the last day of the 
session and only a few hours be- 
fore prorogation, In my consid- 
ered opinion it was merely a 
political and grandstand man- 
oeuvre, in an effort to regain 
some of the Government's lost 
prestige due to its dilatoriness in 
agreeing to the $5.00 increase pro- 
posal of the previous year, 

Furtherntore, after boasting of 
the generosity of the Social Credit 
members in finally agreeing to 
assuming the full cost of the in- 
crease and having provided for 
it in the current budget, the last 
paragraph of the motion urged 
the Dominion Government to 
assume 75 per cent of this in- 
creased cost, 

This was something Mr, Fred 
Anderson, M.L.A., could not 
stomach. He moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that this clause 
be struck out. This was defeat- 
ed, although three other Social 
Creditors supported him, 

In debating the matter, he 
stated definitely that no particu- 
lar commendation was due the 
government or the legislature in 
agreeing to the increase, that it 
had been granted solely because 
of public opinion, 

Indeed, I believe it is a correct 
statement of fact that when Mr, 
Anderson first broached this pro- 
posal in the Social Credit caucus, 
he received very little support, 
This no doubt will be denied, but, 
in my opinion, this statement is 
true, 

Your suggestion that I opposed 
the granting of a maximum al- 
lowance of $30.00 per inonth to 
old age pensioners is a mis-state- | 


ment of fact. Had Mr. Weir 
heard my remarks during the de- 
bate I feel sure he would be the 
first to admit that. 

After the usual preamble my 


'amendment read as follows: 


“Therefore be it resolved that 
this Assembly urges the Gove 
ernment of Canada to amend 
the Old Age Pensions Act by 
reducing the age requirements 
from 70 to 65 years and by ine 
creasing the basis of payment 
from $20.00 to $25.00 pe 
month, as soon as practicable.” 
In speaking to the amendment, 

I pointed out that the Alberta 
Pensioners’ Society had suggest 
ed 65 years as the age requiree 
ment, I stated that if the Dome 
inion Government increased the 
maximum monthly payment to 
$25.00, it would mean that Ale 
berta Old Age Pensioners, due to 
the action of the legislature, 
would actually receive $30.00 per 
month, as suggested by the orie 
ginal motion. i also stated, so far 
as I was concerned, I would cone 
tinue to support this $5.00 ine 
crease in the future. 

Furthermore, I intimated that 
what other provincial governe 
ments might do concerning a 
$5.00 increase was their business 
and not ours. 

I pointed out that the Dominion 
Government had enough worries 
on its shoulders in financing the 
war and carrying on the ordinary 
administration activities without 
having further. financial loads 
placed upon it. 

I expressed doubt it would be 
possible, under prevailing condi- 
tions, to pay even $25.00 per 
month but would support such a 
proposal in the hope that it 
might be done. 

In view of these facts, which 
fairly state my views and actions 
in this matter, I submit that 
your personal attack on myself 
was not justified, 

I am quite prepared to let my 
record as mayor of Calgary, in 
So far as a sincere and continuing 
interest in the poor and needy 
for 13 years is concerned, speak 
for itself, I venture to suggest it 
will compare very favorably 
with anything our Social Credit 
Government has ever done or is 
ever likely to do for those un- 
fortunate people who in 1938 
were the salt of the earth but 
who today are sadly disillusioned 
because of the failure of that 
government to bring into being 
the much - promised Utopia, 
where all inequalities would be 
removed, where right and justice 
would prevail and where there 
would be no more suffering oF 
privation, 

I sincerely trust, Mr. Editor, In 
justice to myself, you will print 


| this letter in its entirety and give 


it reasonable prominence as well,

From the fog of Axis-inspired 
reports clouding the true purpose 
of discussion believed in progress 
in Vichy, observers say they 
believe they have sifted these 
certainties: 
4—Pierre Laval, collaborationist 
former member of the Petain ad- 
ministration, has met with the aged 
marshal; 
2—The Germans are renewing 
their pressure on Vichy. 
3—The time may come soon 
when Vichy will be forced to get 
off the fence and declare for all-out 
collaboration or a definite rupture 
with Germany. 


TAKE SERIOUS VIEW 

Axis sources have been predict- 
ing, sweeping changes within the 
Vichy government if not the actual 
return of Laval to power. Informed 
British quarters take a serious but 
cautious view of these reports 
which they consider may be part of 
the German scheme to impose pres- 
sure on Petain’s government. 

However, they believe the Ger- 
mans have been finding Vichy too 
independent for their liking and 
they would be pleased to have in 
a high position a scheming and as- 
tute adventurer whose Nazi lean- 
ings are well known. 


IMPOSSIBLE PROMISE 

Among methods the Nazis are 
using in their efforts to bring 
Vichy to heel are promises to re- 
lease more French war prisoners— 
which French sources here say 
they will never do because of the 
potential danger their freedom 
would bring—and to make adjust- 
ments in the demarcation line be- 
tween occupied and unoccupied 
France. 

The recent renewal of Italian 
claims to French possessions also 
is believed to be part of the Axis 
scheme of pressure, while above 
all hangs the supreme threat that 
the Germans might occupy the 
rest of France. This they are not 
expected to do in view of the 
need for men on the eastern 
front. 

In this connection some persons 
Suggest Petain’s hand has been 
strengthdned by British invasion 
raids, such as those at Bruneval and 
St. Nazaire, which serve to em- 
phasize the difficulties that Ger- 
mans would encounter if they at- 
tempted complete occupation.

Technicians, Not 
Bayonets, Needed 


MONTREAL, April 1—(CP)—M. 
J. Coldwell, C.C.F, leader in the 
House of Commons, told a dinner 
meeting of the Montreal Junior

Tubes Must 
Be Returned 


WASHINTON, April 1—(AP)— 


The United States war production 
board Tuesday prohibited retail 
merchants from selling toothpaste 
or shaving cream in tubes to any 
customer who fails to turn in 
some type of used collapsible tube 
for each new one purchased, 

The provision, first of its kind and 
effective immediately, make retail- 


ers responsible for the trade-in 
transaction, 
At the same time, the board 


placed drastic restrictions on future 
use and production of collapsible 
tin tubes and prohibited their use 
entirely for foods, cosmetics and 
most toilet preparations, 


SEVERE PENALTY 


Under the terms of the trade-in 
provision, a production board 
spokesman declared, retailers are 
lable to penalties prescribed under 
the War Powers Acta maximum 
of $10,000 fine and a year’s im- 
prisonment—if sales of tube tooth- 
paste or shaving cream are made in 
violation of the order. 

In orders earlier in the day, the 
government pared a long, new list 
of non-essentials from the country’s 
economy to save metal for guns and 
ravers machines to war produc- 
tion, 


TOYS RESTRICTED 


Toymakers were ordered not to 
use a long list of scarce metals, plas- 
tics and colors, and to stop making 
any electric trains, metal toys or 
model airplanes that fly, The order 
takes effect July 1.

TWIN OFFENSIVE 

While Hitler is hacking at the 
Arctic route, his ally Japan is 
fighting its way through Burma 
towards India and the Indian 
Ocean supply route. It is a twin 
offensive, with Burma and geo. 
graphically distant Murmansk close 
neighbors in a strategic sense, 

Hitler promised the Germans he 
would rout the Russians this sum- 
mer and German propaganda cur- 
rently is broadcasting boasts about 
the coming offensive. Hitler's boasts 
and German propaganda often are 
intended to be misleading and to 
distract the enemy's attention from 
a planned attack in another direc- 
tion, 


HITLER NOT FEINTING 


The German Arcitic activity, 
however, would indicate that Hitler 
is not feinting. The British are on 
the alert, expecting an attempt to 
get the Tirpitz and other German 
naval units out of Norway for a 
serious threat to the Arctic supply 
route, 

The truth of the matter seems to 
be that Hitler has no choice but to 
concentrate on Russia. It will take 
so many men that he will have 
none to spare for ventures else- 
where. 


It long has been obvious that 
Hitler's real goal is the Near East. 
The problem was how to hold 
the long northern and central 
fronts while the main effort was 
in progress in the south. Having 
failed to take Leningrad and 
Moscow, the minimum Hitler 
must accomplish this summer is 
to hold the Russians in check 
there, lest they carry the war to 
German soil. 

London commentators suggest a 
Possible olution which Hitler 
might try to attempt. That is to 
throw an army of up to 1,250,000 
men into the Caucasus drive, It 
would consist of the best and 
strongest troops Hitler commands. 


INFERIOR QUALITY 


A large army, but one inferior 
in quality, consisting of perhaps 
2,500,000 men, would be assigned to 
holding the long centrat and north- 
ern front. This army, according to 
British sources, would include 
more than 1,000,000 men from the 
satellite states of south-eastern 
Europe.

Plates Issued 


Although exact figures are not 
yet available, Edmund Trowbridge, 
deputy provincial secretary, re- 
ported Wednesday that approxi- 
mately 38,000 or 40 per cent of Al- 
berta motorists had purchased their 
1942-43 licenses due April 1.

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Bright's disease or tae neph- | 
ritis, is one of the common dis- 
eases of middle age, developing in 
the patient past 40. It usually de- 
velops slowly and may occur jn! 
several forms. 

Together the two kidneys form 
one of the most important elimine 
ative organs of the body and the 
kidneys are responsible for the 
elimination of the end-products of 
protein—thus the waste products 
resulting from the burning of meat 
and eggs for example, are gotten 
rid of through the kidneys. At the 
same time that the kidneys are 
throwing out certain substances 
they are keeping inside the valuabie 
blood proteins. 

The kidney which is chronically 
fiflamed from nephritis will re- 
| verse the normal order of things 
| and will throw out the proteins 
which should be kept in and keep 
the waste products which should be 
thrown ovt, After this happens, al- 
bumin will appear in the liquid 
waste secreted by the kidneys. 

However, it is well to bear in 
mind that albumin of ilself does not 
necessarily indicate Bright's Disease, 
as albumin may be present from 
other causes. It is just that the 
showing of albumin in the labor- 
atory specimen is so frequently 
found sin ehronie nephritis that we 
recognize this as one of the common 
symptoms of the disorder. 

Another symplom of nephritis ts 
the finding of casts in the liquid 
thrown out by the kidneys, The two 
kinds of casts. most frequently 
found are hyaline casts and granu- 
lar casts, High blood pressure often 
accompanies chronic nephritis.
